On the 7th of November, 1837, at the 
evening prayers, we were startled by a 
heavy thud" and a sudden jar of the 
earth.

About two hundred people, 
from tlio old man and woman oi three 
BCOTO years and ten to the now-born in- 
fant, stripped of their earthly all, were 
struggling in tho tumultuous waves.

As 
wave after wavo canio in and retired the 
stragglers were brought near tho shore, 
where tho moro vigorous landed with 
desperate efforts and tho weaker and ex- 
hausted were carried back upon tho re- 
treating wavo, some to sink and rise no 
moro till the noise of judgment wakes 
thorn.

Tboro arc several methods of deter- 


iniuing tho auu's distiiuoo from tho earth, 
BOino of which it \ypnlil bo: difficult to 
expluiu satiffnotorilj- to the reaclor not 
already fumiliar with tho subject or^the 
terms used. Tho reimod investigationa 
of modern Kcionce, says Prof. Newooml), 
havo brought to light several methods, 
by nt lonst two of which wo may liopo, 
ultimately, to uttaiu a greater degree of 
accuracy than wo can by measuring 
parallaxes. 
Of these two, ono depends 


on the gravitating force of tho sun upon 
tho nioon, and tho other upon the veloc- 
ity of light. And the same author says, 
iu regard to measuring tho distance of 
tho sun by tho velocity of light: "There 
is an extraordinary beauty iu this meth- 
od of measuring the sun's distance, 
arising from tho contrast between tho 
simplicity of tho principle and tho pro- 
foundness of the methods by wliieli 
alouo the principle can be applied. 
Suppose wo had a messenger whom we 
could send to and;fro between the suu 
and the earth, aucVwho could tell on his 
return exactly how long it took him to 
perform his journey ; suppose, also, we 
i 


kuow tho exact rate of speed at which ho j 
traveled. Then, if wo multiply his speed ' 
by the time it took him to go to 
( 
the sun, wo shall at onco have tho sun's , 
distance, just as wo could determine the 
distance of two cities, when wo know 
that a train running thirty miles an hour 
required seven hours to pass botw.een 
them. Such a messenger is light. -_ It 
has been found practicable to determine, 
experimentally, about how fast light 
travels, and to find from astronomical 
phenomena how long it takes to come 
from the sun to the earth. Iu 18G2 Fou- 
cault found by.' experiment that light 
traveled about . 298,000 .kilometers, or 
185,200 milos pur secoud. In 1874 Oor- 
nu found by a diil'eient series of experi- 
ments a velocity of 300,-1UO kilometers 
per second. In 1S73 Ensign A. A. 
Michelson, U. H. Navy, found the veloc- 
ity to be 29'J,9-iO kilometers per second. 
Tho result of MU'.holson's is far more re- 
liable than cither of tho pivcudiug ones. 
Combining them all, Prof. ]). P. Todd, 
in 1880, concluded tho most probable 
value of the velocity to bo 299,020 kilo- 
meters, or 180,300 milos per second. 
Now, we kuow from tho phenomena of 
nborratiou that light passes from tho sun 
to tho earth iu about -198 seconds.

product of these two numbers gives tho 
distance of tho sun in miios.

of indecorum. 
A Harvard tutor who

Professor E—, replied, "No., that is in- 
correct. You can indulge yourself in 
the use of any ordinary ,-wid modest 
titles, but do not 'profeBBor' sno."
